I'ARIS, June 12.—The r»ce for the 


Stand prize of Paris took place to-day 
and resulted ID another victory for to 
American torse. ,1. K. Keene'a b. c. 
Foxbal! waa the winner, with Le Fevre's 
ch. c. Tristan second, and Count De 
La Grunge's b. c. Albion, third. 
The 


contest was a very close and exciting 
on«, especially near the finish. 


The various roadi to Houqs Champ 


were thronged with vehicles. A great 
many drags were conspicuous bearing 
the American flag. 


The attendance was immense. Presi- 


dent Grevy, ex Queen Isabella and 
ministers Congtaoi, Miguire, and Ferry 
were present, llocbeford, the Duke of 
Hamilton, Prince Soltikoff and Marshal 
McMahon were in the paddock. Owing 
to the recent rainfall the course was in 
excellent order. 
Two to one waa the 


beat price obtainable. Allison 
and 


Tristan were well 
supported. Song 


prices were.obtainable about the re- 
mainder. It may be truthfully 
said 


that Foxhall was in tba front through 
the race, and despite all the efforts of 
Archer, who brought Tristan in with a 
great rush at the distance, Foxball won 
by a head amidst tumultuous applause 
from the Americans, who seemed to go 
quite mad, and the waving of the stars 
and stripes from many drags. In the 
preliminary canter Ccsimer and Albion 
appeared to go best, although Foxhall 
was greatly admired. After one false 
start, the horses were sent on their 
journey. Fuxhall and Tristan took the 
lead, but Archer pulled Tristan back, 
and Dublin became second. 


Alternate running wag then made by 


Foxhall and Dublin, followed by Fid- 
dler, Leon and Albion with Farum and 
Tristan next and Cuimer last. Until 
going down the hill, about half a mile 
from home, where Foxhall still led with 
Fiddler aeeond, Dublin being beaten. 
Puxhall and Fiddler were now attended 
by Scobell, Tristan and Albion. In 
this order they ran to the distance, 
where Tristan joined Foxhall and the 
pair ran a superb race home, Foxhall, 
who stayed the longest winning by a 
bead. Four lengths separated the fee- 
ond and third horses. Fiddler was 
Fourth, Scobcll fifth, Royonmont sixth, 
Forum seventh, Dublin eighth, Casimer 
ninth and I,eon last. Time 3 minutes 
and 7 seconds. 


The betting at the start was 2 to 1 


against Foxhall, 3 to 1 against Albion, 
4 to 1 against Scobell, and 5 to 1 
against Tristan. Ten ran. After the 
decision of the Grand Prix, all interest 
in the races seemed to die out and the 
vast crowd moved speedily lo the capi- 
tal. 


The grand prize of Paris is 100,000 


francs in specie, given half by the city 
of Paris and voted in the budget of 
1831, and half by the fire great railway 
companies, for the entire colts and fil- 
lies foaled in 1378 of every description 
and country, added to the sweepstakes 
of 1,000 francs each, 600 francs forfeit 
and 500 francs only if declared by mid- 
night on the Wednesday preceding the 
race, and 104 francs only if declared by 
midnight on the 1st of May, 1881; the 
second horse to receive 10,000 francs, 
and the third 5,900, out of the stakes; 
weights, colts 121 Ibs,, fillies 118 Ibs;

chastise the editor (A. C. Buell) on 
sight. Tbe two closing paragraphs of 
the original article, and the additional 
comments of to-day, which are still 
more severe, are here given: 


The issue is tbe simplest one that 


could be framed in language. 
If Mr. 


Gibson is not a libeller, you are a bribe 
taker, thief, perjurer and suborner of 
perjury and forgery, Mr. Gibson is a 
libeler under the criminal statute. This 
is the "violent assault'' embodying, as 
Mr. Gibson's organs oonfess, a sort of 
cold, grim logic, but still a "violent 
assault" all the same. We are willing 
to let it stand that way, but there ia 
one assertion of Mr. Gibson's that we 
desire to repel.

If we bad been afraid of 


him we would not have denounced him 
as we have been doing for nearly three 
years as a common libeler and suborner 
of perjury. We have been denouncing 
him as a common libeler ever since be 
confessed before a committee of con- 
gress tbat he conld not sustain certain 
charges he had made against the navy 
department. We have been denouncing 
him as a common suborner ol perjury 
ever since the report of the Potter 
committee. 
We believe that he is as 


base, as vile, as corrupt, as venal, as 
desperate, as abandoned and M vicious 
a wretch as walks the eartb outside of 
prison walls. All these things and 
more we have said concerning him time 
and again, daring him tbe while to se- 
lect bis remedy at law or by violence. 
He has been too discreet for the one and 
too cowardly for the other. 


If the friends of Mr. Gibson speak 


truly there is blood upon the face of 
th« alar route moon; somebody is going 
to get hurt, and which of the two, Mr.
